A federal milk order would 
give' W oodman’s group control of 
about 28,000,000 pounds of milk 
produced monthly in tvfrenty-five 
counties in N orth Texas. 
His group — 1,751 members — 
w ants a federal order th a t would 
put governm ent men in the milk 
plants 
to 
check 
w eights 
and 
m easures, 
controls 
prices 
and 
milk surpluses, check milk us­ 
ages, and deduct association dues 
of 5c per IOO pounds of milk. A 
milk order also would m ake the 
association a bargaining and m ar­ 
keting agency for the producers. 
The USDA will send a hearing 
judge, an economist, and an a t­ 
torney to Dallas to hear the evi­ 
dence beginning a t IO a. rn., Jan. 
31, in the Foods Building a t Fair 
Park. 
A fter hearing witnesses and 
attorneys for both sides to deter­ 
mine content of the milk order, 
the USDA will write it. Produc­ 
ers then can put it into effect if 
68 per cent of them vote for it, 
Woodman said. 
“Any operator of. a Grade A 
dairy can vote, even if he isn’t an 


Hugo Swan, Dallas attorney, 
will head up counsel for distribu­ 
tors. S tuart 
Russell of Okla­ 
homa City will be the chief a t­ 
torney for the producers. 
“There are some people with 
national interests involved in this 
hearing,” Swan said. His refer­ 
ence was to the Borden Company, 
with headquarters in New York; 
the Carnation Company, centered 
at Los Angeles, and Forem ost 
Dairies, which operates through 
the South and East. 
“ I expect attorneys of these 
and other milk companies to sit 
in on this hearing,” Swan said. 
Woodman said hearings of this 
kind “have been known to last a 
month; and it appears now that 
both sides will have a lot of w it­ 
nesses in Dallas for this hearing. 
We know we are in for a fight.” 
The 36 - year - old association 
m anager said the three USDA 
men will hear evidence here, then 
go back to W ashington where an 
order would be w ritten in the 
night of the evidence given in 
Dallas. 
Dairymen then would vote on 
the revised order, Woodman said.

Freeze Concentrated 
Milk, Keeps Months 


United States Department of 
Agriculture scientists have suc­ 
ceeded in freezing concentrated 
milk and keeping it as a beverage 
source for two months. 


“Certain technical problems of 
production and distribution still 
must be solved, however, before 
frozen concentrated milk can be 
marketed satisfactorily through 
regular 
commercial 
channels,” 
the department has announced. 
Worked out by the depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Dairy Industry, 
the process calls for heating milk 
at a relatively high temperature 
— 155 
degrees 
Fahrenheit 
for 
thirty minutes or 170 degrees for 
one minute. 
After that the milk is homoge­ 


nized at 2.500 pounds pressure, 
concentrated into one third of it 
volume, cooled, sealed in contain 
ers and then frozen. 
“The milk should be frozen at 
a “rapid rate—that is, in a few 
hours,” the scientists advise. 
‘ The rate of freezing is les: 
important than storage condi 
lions. Storage should be in f 
temperature not less than minus 
ten degrees F. 
Stored in that temperature, 
milk will undergo no appreciable 
change in flavor or body for the 
first eight weeks. When stored 
longer, the flavor tends to be­ 
come unsatisfactory. 
“When the milk is stored at 
higher temperatures, serious de­ 
fects soon 
develop. 
The milk 
takes on a curdy or flaky appear­ 
ance when it is thawed and recon­ 
stituted,” the departm ent report­ 
ed. 
Under provisions of the Re­ 
search and Marketing Act, the 
bureau is seeking basic informa­ 
tion on the effects of a wide 
range of processing and storage 
conditions on frozen milk of dif­ 
ferent concentrations.

ed and broke up the party. 


The trouble 
started between 
two Negro men and it turned out 
as a squally affair. One pulled a 
knife and killed the other. He 
cut him several places, including 
the throat, and the Negro was 
dead alm ost by the tim e the cut­ 
ting could be stopped. Another 
Negro pulled a knife and waded 
in on the one who started the 
cutting and alm ost killed him, 
and others were hurt during the 
excitement. 
Slow Transportation 
The severely-injured was car­ 
ried away to Denton County and 
finally recovered from the knife j 
wounds. The dead Negro 
was 
buried in the Rock Hill Negro 
cem etery about three days follow­ 
ing the killing. It took th at much 
tim e to get a justice of the peace 


over from Montague to investi­ 
gate the cutting affair and order 
lawful burial ceremonies. Con­ 
veniences for getting from place 
to place quickly in those days 
were none. 


The Negroes, as first settlers 
in 
the 
Rock 
Hill 
community, 
about seven miles northw est of 
Sunset and five miles south of 
Bowie, located there in 1872. The 
colony included several families. 
They bought land from the state, 
cleared it for farm ing, and con­ 
structed log residences from na­ 
tive tim ber. 
They built a log 
school house, hired a teacher and 
conducted 
a 
school 
of 
their 
choice at their own expense. 


School Fire 
Some montns a fte r the C hrist­ 
mas party fight someone set fire 
to the log school house and burn­ 
ed it down. Trouble had started 
in the colony and one discourag­ 
ing circumstance followed anoth­ 
er. W hite settlers were locating 
in the area in increasing num­ 
bers 
and 
the 
Negroes 
moved 
aw ay in 1878. The colony broke 
up and its members went back to 
Cooke and Denton counties from 
whence they had come. 
B ut there still 
rem ains 
the 
cem etery 
where 
a 
num ber of 
N egroes were buried. E ast and 
W est Jones creeks, so named for 
two Negro families, p art of the 
old barbecue pit where they held 


sum m ertim e picnics, and maybe 
other things as signs of their so­ 
journ there, but no Negroes. 
Bob Jones, a principal leader 
in the colony, went to Gainesville 
and 
bought

wagon. 
He placed it under a 
brush arbor he had built near his 
barn for its protection and some­ 
one set fire to the arbor, burned 
it and destroyed the new wagon. 
Abandon Farms 


It was only a short while a fte r 
the wagon burning incident th a t 
the N egroes loaded everything 
they could carry and moved out, 
leaving their farm s and resi­ 
dences behind. 
N egroes were the first pioneer 
settlers in a scope of M ontague 
County 
northw est from Sunset 
between the present location of 
Bowie and the Sandy Creek val­ 
ley, yet no Negro has lived in 
th a t area since the colony moved 
out in 1878. 
In fact, no Negro has resided 
in any p art of M ontague County 
during a period of m any years. 
And it is claimed th a t Montague I 
County 
is the 
only 
county in 
N orth Texas totally w ithout Ne­ 
gro residents.
